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CROSSING TRAGEDIES 

During the six months ending with 
March last, 23 accidents occurred at rail- 
way crossings in Alberta. In three of the 
cases one or more persons met death. 
Seven of the accidenis occurred within the 
city boundaries of Edmonton. In nearly 
all cases a motor car was involved, and in 
most of them the wreck was plainiy due 
to the negligence or foolhardiness of the 
driver. 

The record is not particularly bad, in 
comparison with previous records in this 
and other provinces. But the detailed re- 
ports show that four-fifths of the acci- 
dents were due to carelessness or deliber- 
ate recklessness. With the coming of 
summer, road traffic is rhany times more 
dense than in the winter months, and the 
liability to mishaps is correspondingly 
greater. It will be fortunate—and a 
unusual—if the record for the summer 
months is not disproportionately worse. 


GET ON WITH THE JOB

When China sees fit to establish an 
authority competent to deliver the goods 
to the people who need relief, the foreign 
world will be prompt to provide supplies, 
as it has done times without number in 
the past. But even Canadians, with a 
surplus of wheat on hand, can see no ad- 
vantage in shipping wheat to China when 
the chances are that it would be left to 
rot beside a paralyzed railway—or be 
gathered in by one or other of the innum- 
erable armies in the many-sided civil war.

Chapeiain, an eminent French poet | 
of the seventeenth century, was called, 
by the Academicians the Knight of | 
the Order of the Spider because he | 
wore a coat so patched and pieced 
that the stitches resembled a collec- | 
tion of spider webs : 

He had no need so to dress, for he | 
| was possessed of plenty of funds. He 
| was miserly. ; 

Chapelain, by the way, was one of 
the first Academicians. He belongod 
to a group of learned men who met 
in 1629 to discuss science and lilera- | 
ture. Cardinal Richelieu, hearing of 

these meetings, encouraged them and 
finally gave them regular form by the 
institution of the French Academy.

When was writing his poem, 

Pucelle (La Pucelle was Joan of 
the Duke de Longueville not only gave 
him several donations but a pension 
of 1,000 crowns. Chapelain took such 
a long time to compose his master- 
piece that the Duke cut a thousand 
francs annually from the allowance. 

When- 
ever he dined out, he made a deduc- | 

tion from his board. whieh did not, | 
however, anger the relative, who knew
